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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to the Applicant's arguments and amendments filed on 
August 29, 2006 in which claims 2 and 11 have been amended, claims 1, 9, 10. 12, and 
13 have been canceled, and claims 14-19 have been added. Claims 2-8, 11, and 14-19 
are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. After a further search and thorough examination of the present application and in 
view of the applicant's arguments and amendments, claims 2-8, 1 1 , and 14-19. 
renumbered as 1-14 respectively, are found to be in condition of allowance. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
teaches the creation of a model representing the cellular radio network and its radio 
environment on a digital map; the map area is divided into raster units (area pixels) 
which may be rectangular or square-shaped, each typically representing a size of 50m- 
500m in cellular radio application. The prior art further teaches computer based 
planning tools are used to perform complex computations necessary for modeling a 
wireless network. 

On the other hand, the Applicant teaches, inter alia, wherein calculating the 
propagation loss for a wireless communication signal comprises the steps of: 
determining a length of a radial from a base station to a mobile antenna; computing the 
propagation loss from said base station to an inner edge of a map pixel containing said 
mobile antenna; and determining a propagation loss from the inner edge of said map 
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pixel containing said mobile antenna to a mobile antenna location using vector 
processing and a weighting function. The prior art further teaches wherein redistributing 
traffic within a sector comprises: calculating the total traffic within said sector; 
determining a scaling factor; using said scaling factor to spread said traffic over at least 
one vector point within said sector; and spreading the remaining traffic over the pixels 
within the sector; and transferring the result to an output. These limitations, in 
conjunction with all limitations of the independent claims, have not been disclosed, 
taught, or made obvious over the prior art of record.
